Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1952. 


The  general  health  of  this  community  has  remained  good  and 
there  has  "been  no  major  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease. 
Unfortunately  there  was  a  minor  outbreak  of  Puerperal  Fever  at  the 
Laundon  Nursing  Home  and  as  several  of  the  Nursing  Staff  were  found  to 
be  possible  carriers  it  was  decided  to  temporarily  close  the  Homo  as  a 
safety  measure,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  measures  taken  were 
evidently  satisfactory  as  no  further  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  has  occurred 
there  since.  It  does  emphasize,  however,  the  constant  care  in  asepsis 
which  is  necessary  to  prevent  further  outbreaks  of  similar  infections. 


I  am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  past  year  no  cases  of 
food  poisoning  were  notified,  I  feel  sure  that  in  spite  of  this  there 
are  probably  mild  cases  occurring  who  never  seek  advice  or  treatment 
from  their  Doctor,  The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  preparation  and 
sale  of  food  in  this  country  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 


The  completion  of  new  houses  has  progressed  steadily  but 
the  cost  of  the  houses  necessitates  high  rents  which  are  a  very  real 
problem  to  many  occupants.  At  long  last  the  upward  trend  of  prices 
seems  to  be  steadying. 


I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff,  the  Clerk 
to  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  in  my  work.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifth  annual  report  on 
the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December  1952, 

New  houses  ho came  available  during  the  year  on  the  Galley 
Hill  Estate  in  a  much  larger  number  than  the  previous  two  years  and 
the  overall  improvement  in  the  housing  conditions  of  those  inadequately 
housed  has  been  quite  considerable,  the  average  waiting  time  of  persons 
on  the  list  having  now  been  reduced. 

The  work  of  the  Department  continues  to  be  focussed 
principally  on  the  management  of  the  Councils’  Estates  and  on  Meat 
Inspection,  Both  of  those  duties  are  increasing. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  supnort,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  other 
members  of  the  staff,  in  particular  those  of  my  own  Department,  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

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HOUSING. 


The  number  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  during:  the  year 
and  becoming  available  for  allocation  was  33.  In  addition  7  pre-war 
and  3  post-war  houses  became  vacant  and  were  allocated. 

The  preliminary  works  on  the  Galley  Hill  Estate  being  completed, 
considerable  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  erection  of  houses  as 
is  shown  above. 

The  two  bedroomed  houses,  whilst  offering  excellent  accommo¬ 
dation  for  small  families,  do  give  rise  to  the  problem  of  mixed  sexes 
which  is  likely  to  arise  in  the  growth  of  families  and  the  later  provision 
of  three  bedroomed  houses  of  comparable  floor  space  does,  I  think,  provide 
a  house  which  is  a  better  re-housing  unit. 

The  question  of  housing  provision  for  the  aged  was  considered 
during  the  year.  There  is  still  however,  a  tendency  to  consider  the 
erection  of  a  colony  of  such  dwellings,  I  am  satisfied  that  such  accommo¬ 
dation  should  undoubtably  be  intermingled  with  the  houses  of  younger 
persons.  I  can  visualise  a  collection  of  old  peoples’  dwellings  erected 
apart  from  the  general  housing  schemes  developing  the  atmosphere  now 
familiar  in  Alms  Houses. 

11  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  private  develop¬ 
ment,  Tho  casing  of  restrictions  for  the  erection  of  private  houses  has 
enabled  the  Council  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  those  wishing  to  build  owner- 
occupied  houses. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Councils’  houses  continues  to  be  carried 
out  economically.  Whilst  there  has  been  inevitably  rising  costs,  the 
standard  of  maintenance  has  been  ensured  consistent  w ith  economy. 

The  general  standard  of  house  cleanliness  has,  I  think, 
perhaps  dropped  for  the  main  reason  that  in  recent  years  and  rarticularly 
the  year  under  review,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  re-house  families 
who  must  be  considered  far  from  house  proud  and  who,  for  that  reason, 
could  never  hope  to  be  accepted  as  tenants  by  a  private  landlord.  The 
practice  of  periodic  inspection  of  such  families  continues  to  be  carried 
out.  Such  families  are  an  obvious  and  difficult  problem, 

I  have  referred  in  previous  years  to  the  problem  of  worn  out 
houses,  which  during  the  current  year,  has  not  improved  though  I  hope 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  realistic  slum  clearance  programme 
may  be  put  in  hand,  particularly  as  the  normal  re-housing  programme 
appears  to  be  getting  the  problem  of  tho  inadequately  housed  in  hand, 

A  Closing  Order  in  respect  of  part  of  a  dwelling  was  rescinded 
and  an  undertaking  from  tho  owner  not  to  re-lot  the  whole  of  the  promises 
when  it  became  vacant  upon  the  re-housing  of  its  occupier,  and  to  carry 
cut  certain  work  to  make  it  suitable  for  use  as  a  workshop  was  accepted,

Accordingly  the  Linistry 
of  i'ood  were  contacted  and  as  a  result  of  some  prolonged  ncgotiatio 
was  arranged  that  the  owner  of  the  Slaughterhouse  should

It  has  again  not  boen  possible  to  devote  the  time  to  the 
inspection  of  other  food  premises  that  is  desirable.  Whilst  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  remains  fairly  high,  there  is  undoubtedly  a  need  for 
more  regular  inspection  of  food  promises  than  is  possible  at  the  moment. 

It  was  however  found  necessary  to  take  proceedings  against  the 
Manager  of  a  butcher's  shop  and  his  Company  for  a  number  of  offences  in 
relation  to  the  exposure  of  unsound  food,  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  premises 
and  the  fittings  therein  tund  the  defective  condition  of  the  structure.  The 
manager  pleaded  not  guilty  to  all  charges  preferred  against  him.  Three 
charges  relating  to  unsound  food  were  dismissed.  °bhor  charges  were  found 
prove!.  Ho  was  conditionally  discharged.  The  three  unsound  food  charges 
made  against  the  Company  wore  withdrawn.  They  did  however  plead  guilty  to 
those  remaining  and  were  fined  a  total  of  £9/l0/0d. 

One  or  two  premises  have  been  extensively  reconditioned  and  now 
provide  excellent  facilities.  The  occupier  of  those  premises  in  each  case 
sought  my  advice  before  any  work  was  carried  out  and  certain  recommendations 
were  made,  I  suggest  any  food  trader  must  of  necessity  adopt  this  practice 
if  he  proposes  to  carry  out  any  alterations  and  improvements.  It  is 
frequently  possible  to  incorporate  details  which  are  highly  desirable  and 
which  in  the  normal  way  might  well  be  required  at  a  later  date  on  routine 
inspections  being  carried  out.

WATER  SUPT3LY. 


The  majority  of  tho  premises  within  the  Urban  District  are 
supplied  with  'water  in  pipes  from  the  Urban  District  Council  undertaking. 

Tho  sources  of  water  are  from  a  snring  and  deep  well  to  the  west  of  Sleaford, 
from  which  it  is  pumped  to  reservoirs  noarby,  A  low  level  reservoir  serves 
the  low-lying  parts  of  the  town  and  two  wot er-towers ,  interconnected,  serve 
the  higher  portions,  Tho  amount  of  water  available  throughout  the  year  has 
proved  adequate  and  of  good  quality,  though  hardness  is  exceptionally  high. 

Supplies  other  than  from  the  public  sunply  arc  as  follows  : - 

18  premises  at  Quarrington  are  supplied  from  a  private  estate  supply  - 
the  source  being  from  a  deep  bore, 

15  premises  arc  supplied  from  deep  wells  or  bores. 

8  premises  arc  supplied  from  shallow  wells, 

4  promises  are  supplied  from  sources  other  than  the  above.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE , 

No  additions  were  made  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year. 

The  water  carriage  system  of  the  town  is  partially  combined  and 
partially  separate,  disposal  being  by  land  irrigation  at  the  east  end  of  tho 
town.  The  disposal  continued  during  the  year  to  be  exceedingly  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

The  contractors  for  the  new  sewerage  scheme  did  however  commence 
work  during  the  year. 


The  condition  of  the  unsatisfactory  discharge  from  the 
Quarrington  sewer  into  the  open  dyke  adjoining  Manor  House  Farm  has  been 
raised  during  the  year.  The  condition  of  the  field  oyer  which  this  dyko 
eventually  discharges  is  particularly  in  a  state  of  nuisance,  a  large  area 
being  covered  w ith  sludge.  Whilst  no  danger  to  the  Quarrington  water 
sun ply  is  envisaged,  the  fact  that  the  bore  is  under  100  yards  away . should 
be  borne  in  mind.  Fourteen  promises  are  connected  to  this  sewer,  m  five 
cases  after  treatment  in  septic  tanks.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL, 


Refuse  collection  and  disoosal  is  under  the  direction. of  the 
Surveyor,  Collection  continues  to  be  once  weekly  and  proceeds  without 

difficulty. 

The  controlled  tip  off  East  Road  has  now  operated  a  full  year 
and  deals  adequately  with  the  refuse  of  the  town. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 


The  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area  on  which  vans  may  be 
stationed  continue  to  be  used  regularly  and  are  generally  conducted  without 

nuisance. 


A  licence  to  station  a  van  at  East  Rood  was  granted  during  this 
year,  the  occupier  having  made  satisfactory  provision  for  drainage,  etc,, 
on  the  site. 


The  question  of  the  provision  of  a  caravan  site .by  the  Council 
was  considered,  A  number  of  sites  were  inspected  but  difficu  les  wore 
met  with  in  each  case.

RODE  UP  CONTROL, 


The  rodent  control  service  has  continued  to  function  very 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Information  received  of  infestations  and  others  found  during 
routine  inspections  have  fully  employed  the  Rodent  Operator  during  the-  time 
available  for  work. 

The  Operator  made  1,317  visits  and  in  the  course  of  thcoe,  only 
two  major  infestations  were  discovered.  175  other  premises  were  found  to 
harbour  rats  but  were  all  classified  as  minor  infestations. 

The  routine  treatment  of  the  Councils1  sewers  has  again  been 
completed  and  indicates  that  the  whole  system  is  reasonably  free  from 
infestation.
